Dr. Parkin who comes from Lon- ! 
don and Is the director of the 
Rhodes scholarship Trust in England 
gavc^a scholarly impression and ex¬ 
traordinary, interesting talk on Anglo- 
Saxon Democracy. Speaking of the 
object of Cecil Rhodes in 'establish I 
ing tile scholarships which bear bis 
name that of cremtng a bond of sym 
pathy and community of liner ant a be¬ 
tween the great eat men in England 
and those of her colon tee and of oth¬ 
er countries* Dr. Parkin earnestly 
pleaded for still closer bonds of sym¬ 
pathy end unde! «t&ncling 
America and Great Britain. As a 
proof that England wan regarded ns 
anything but a tyrannical despot he 
instanced the willingness of India, 
Australia, Canada, S. Africa and other 
of her colonies to rush In her help 
in time of need and quoted utterances 
by General Smuts, breathing the very 
spirit of patriotic devotion. 

Dr. Parkin proceeded in show that 
though there was not perhaps, more 
democratic feeling in Great Britain, 
there was u more democratic govern¬ 
ment than in llils country.

Dr. Parkin spoke of the war as a 
war of attrition. The end was not 
yet and it therefore behoved England 
and America, as the strongest court* 
tries now left in the alliance to work 
yet more closely in the bonds of sym¬ 
pathy and mutual toleration.

These things, 
seen by a uaduato of in American 
university whu is so evidently a sch¬ 
olar and n:u:i of travel, and told by 
him, were very interesting. 

He closed with the presentation of 
the thought that "there are two vis¬ 
ions in the world today. One is that 
of the Hohenzollerns, with Its ex 
ailed idea of self.
